L ATE LAST MONTH one of British Columbia’s 
older gold mines closed down, and with its demise 
the nearby town of Wells lost its main raison d’etre, 
Bralome, the largest gold producer in the province 
is keeping going, but it is not making money and its 
future is cloudy. 

It is the same in the east where economics have 
made It difficult, even with government subsidy, for 
gold producers to make a profit at the pegged price 
of $35 (U.S.) an ounce. 

The plight of the gold miners is not national. 
The same story is being told all over the world. Gold 
shares in South Africa are trading in London at new 
low levels, and new gold developments are almost 
non-existent. 

As long as the U.S. Is willing to buy and sell 
gold at $35 an ounce, the economists see no future 
for the gold industry, which cannot compete with 
other mining enterprises in the labor market at this 
level. 

A few years ago it was claimed that if the peg 
was removed the price of gold would rise, and this 
was probably true. 

But today if the U.S. decided to free gold, it is 
possible that the price would not go up, but down. 

The trouble for gold is that the hard currencies 
are eating into the last bastions of those who trade 
on a gold settlement basis. 

TTie Eurodollar which is now used extensively 
In Europe has won confidence everywhere except 
perhaps in the mind of France's de Gaulle. A fur¬ 
ther setback to gold is tha re-emergence of sterling 
as a strongly backed currency. 

These factors alone make it unlikely that any¬ 
one will ever get back onto the gold standard. 

Indeed the douds creeping over this one-time 
magic mining industry are quickly blotting out not 
only the rainbow but the pot of gold at its end. 

For France, which is the world's biggest gold 
collector, the gamble by which it hoped to force the 
United States to increase the price of gold appears to 
be lost

A LIBERAL MP who is constantly at odds with his 
party has given his colleagues more trouble. He 
recently referred to Mr. Pearson as a weak leader who 
hows to Quebec, a statement which of course did not go 
down well with the Liberal caucus. 

While not going so far ns to eject him the latter 
thinks that he should resign if he Isn't prepared to 
support his leader. For his part Mr. Ralph Cowan, of 
Toronto, is unrepentant A born Liberal, be says, he 
will die a Liberal. 

But patently not a party Liberal. Perhaps there 
should be more like him, on all sides of the political 
fence*. 

It is a fact of politics, and of government, that 
party discipline must be cohesive If our political system 
is to work. There should be room nevertheleai for the 
odd “maverick.” Mr. Cowan may have gone over the 
score a bit but he highlights a weakness in the system. 

Party is too often elevated to be of greater import¬ 
ance than the country itself. This means many an MP 
must on occasion vote against his own constienca 
simply to ensure that his side wins in any parliament¬ 
ary test This also downgrades the merit of a specific 
measure and in the process makes an MP representa¬ 
tive not of hia constituency but of his particular party. 

A conflict of interest is inevitable in many in¬ 
stances but there could be one way of leavening the 
situation. That is via the route of what parliament 
calls a “free” vote—which of itself obviously Is an 
admission that normally MP* are not free—something 
permitted by the administration very infrequently. 

If this latitude were allowed party members more 
often it would tend to avoid the “mavericks” who are 
not popular with the party whips, and In fact save a 
government's face when it is in an awkward corner or 
hacking a compromise issue of major degree. For a 
free vote means that tha defeat of a government meas¬ 
ure on this basis is not a defeat of the government 
calling for its resignation or a general election. 

More free votes would keep restive party mem¬ 
bers in line, as well as removing any accusation that 
MPs or their provincial equivalents are dragooned to 
be yes-men whether they like It or not 

And, more importantly, better administration of 
public affairs might be the result when priority can be 
given to the interests of the state without prejudice 
to the party In power.

Tax on Illness 


Destinies Affected 


M OST OF THE recommendation* of the drug 
prices report tabled in tha Commons early Lhla 
week dealt with steps to make drugs cheaper that 
are not likely to be of quick effect The main sug¬ 
gested attacks againat high prices are increased com¬ 
petition among the major manufacturers, to be 
brought about by reducing tariff protection and allow¬ 
ing importation of large quantities of foreign-made 
drugs under licence, and a massive campaign to per¬ 
suade doctors to procribe drugs by their chemical 
and not their trade names. Both approaches are 
bound to be time-consuming 

But there is one remedy recommended by the 
Commons committee that could offer, if not “quick, 
quick relief,” at least a relatively prompt reduction 
in prices. This is the removal from prescription 
drugs of the 12. per cent federal sales tax. 

And it will be encouraging to all who suffer 
financially with physical ailments that require pre¬ 
scription treatment that Finance Minister Sharp has 
informed Parliament that it Is the government’s in¬ 
tention to remove the tax ■■ pari of its over-ail effort 
to reduce drug prices. But equally, it is puzzling that 
he declined, in response to a question, to say if this 
action would come at the prawnt wwion. 

When the tax Is dropped, the benefit will still 
be some (fistance off in most instances. It will not 
come until large stocks on which the tax already has 
been paid have dwindled.

Crisis Transformed Apathy ()j Student Body Into Strength 

University of Sleepy Hollow Comes of Age

Two months ago today the crisis at the University of 
of Victoria broke Into public view. Now the .issues have been 
clarified, the stands taken, the confrontation ended. The 
outcome remains to be decided. 

The pledge at president Malcolm Taylor to set up a 
committee of inquiry and another advisory committee which 
will include students, was not the end of the matter. 
Whether anything was accomplished by the upheaval will 
be decided in the next nine months by the action* of Dr. 
Tayier to rectify what he himself has admitted is a crisis. 

But already there Is enough evidence 1o say with soma 
confidence that changes will be made at the university, 
that a similar student-faculty revolt is unlikely a year from 
now. 

* * * 

One thing is certain: the university will not be quite 
the same place next Tati. The*glwst of old Victoria Coliege 
has been laid. The derisive title: University of Sleepy 
Hollow, no longer applies. 

Attitudes, roles and relationships have changed at 
UVie in subtle ways that haven't been fully realized yet. 

The students, though disappointed in what they con¬ 
sidered their failure to gain justice for Dr. Tartton, Mr. 
Schwartz and Mr. Mackenzie, scored a triumph in making 
the administration aware of the seriousness of the issue. 

It was the students, not the faculty, who initiated the 
fight against heavy-handed administration procedures in 
the dismissal of Tariton, Schwartz and Mackenzie. 

* * * * 

A generally apathetic student body waa transformed by 
the events-of the two months. A handful of concerned students 
managed to communicate their worry until two-thirds of the 
enrolment turned out for to hear Dr. Taylor last week 

An ill-planned sit-in began as a lark and ended as some¬ 
thing with meaning. 

Faculty members who had never before bothered with 
student movements spent hours during the night talking with 
♦he sit-ins. R almost had the air of a seminar, several 
student* remarked afterward. Dr. Fred Tyler, deon of the 
faculty at education, spent nearly all night in his office 
hearing small groaps of students, and ended in the role of 
intermediary. 

"The sit-in was the best thing, the cleanest thing, that 
has happened in this busines*." said Dr. Tariton afterward. 

* * ‘ * 

The students ended the sit-in with a new sense of unity 
and streng<h. It will be exercised from now on. 

Dr. Taylor’s refusal to give reasons for the dismissals 
remains unforgiveabie to some students, and, underrtandabiy, 
tc Dr. Tariton and Mi. Schwartz. 1 feel the reasons should 
have been given. But. having seen the strain Dr. Taylor 
has been under and knowing his concern for ihe university. 
1 think he kept silent only because he believed that to speak 
would have caused worse harm to the Uhlverstty. 

This would have taken the form uf resignations among 
faculty he wants to keep, including that of Dean Alex Wood 
who waa a key figure in the decision* not to renew 
contracts. 

★ ★ ★ 

Dr. Taylor'* worst public blunder in the affair was his 
open letter to the faculty charging that some sort of plot 
to wreck the university waa afoot. It elicited a letter of 
protest from 31 teachers who previously had kept silent. 
Dr. Taylor’s subsequent statements indicate he realised he 
had been wrong and was prepared to admit it tacitly.

More Free Seeds 


Hr M. V. (MF.ANt'T 

The Colorist free seed offers are getting to be quite an 
established spring tradition ki our part of the world, and I 
imagine quite a few of my hoe-happy readers have been 
biting their fingernails In suspense while waiting to see what 
our second offer of 1967 would be. I must confess 1 did quite 
a bit ol dithering mysell on just what kind o! seeds would 
follow after our first offer of the Centennial Cosmos 

1 needn't have worried. You folks made up my mind 
for me right smartly by demanding. In no uncertain voice, 
a repeat of last year's amaranthus seeds. I have been hope¬ 
lessly swamped with mail asking where seeds could be pur¬ 
chased of "those gorgeous plants with the long red tassels." 
and rather than face the staggering task of answering ad 
these letters, I figured the easy wsy Out was to repeat the 
offer. 

It * * 

To refresh your memory, the amaranthus are mostly big, 
robust plants, very striking in their appearance, that 
dominate everything around them and stop passers by in their 
tracks — lust the thing to add a distinctive touch to any 
centennial garden and lucidly, the amaranthus is as easy to 
grow as a radish; judging by my mail. I think that just about 
every one of the seeds we gsve away last year came up and 
grew. 

These seed* came to me from Denmark; in fact, the idea 
of distributing free seeds ol amaranthus was suggeated to me 
by foe firm of J. E. Ohliena Enke of Copenhagen, who 
pointed out that these plant* were hecomlng one of the 
notable features in foe Copenhagen public gardens snd park*. 
This i* a highly respected firm with an international 
reputation for quality seeds, and I have had unfailing success 
with seeds from their great seed farms. 

/ * * ♦ 

There are a number of different kinds of amaranthus, 
and last year, when it came to choosing a variety for or 116* 
free aged offer, I waa like a small boy kt a candy store — I 
couldn't make up my mind. So I had my Danish friends make 


me up a mixture of amaranthus aeids, with a little of this 
and a little of that, and I think this assortment will be even 
more interesting to grow than a single variety, for In foe luck 
of the drew you may get something very special Indeed. 

Some of foe amaranthus varieties are foliage plant*, 
grown for their flamboyant colored leaves which light up foe 
garden like a neon feign. Some are grown for their unique 
flowffo, which can be dried and used for winter txwqueU and 
arrangements. Still ofoir kinds are notable for bc*h foeir 
flowers and their colored foliage, and a few of t he dwarf 
varieties make unusual and attractive hcuMplanta.

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Yimy Ridge Survivor Tells How It Was 


Death Everywhere 


By GUS SIVERTZ 

Formerly et led Canadian 
Mounted Riflee. Mb Infantry 
Brigade. Srd Divisine 

The winter of 1316-17 was a 
nasty one with black Iroet that 
hardened the mud like stone, 
alternating with thaws that re¬ 
stored the normal depth of 
gooey mud to one’s knees. But 
after the Somme and the bat¬ 
talion's experiences at Mou- 
quet Farm, CourceBette, Po¬ 
tteries and Hessian trenches, 
almost anything woe not so 
bad-by comparison. 

So in January the battalion 
took over from the British 60th 
Div., s good but green outfit 
that was determined not to 
disturb the Hun too much. 
The front was in the general 
area of Ecurle and Roclln- 
court, slightly northeast of 
Arras and gave a good view of 
the slopes of Vimy Ridge. 

On Jan. 4, the 2nd CMRs re¬ 
lieved the 4th CMRs. The mud 
was so impossible that the re¬ 
lief was made overland—witte 
out any casualties, thank God. 
At that time no one thought 
that within three months we 
would be storming up that for¬ 
midable slop lust in front of 
.Neuville Ste. Vsast. That dour- 
looking ridge- looked as if it 
would be a permanent Ger¬ 
man possession- and he was 
welcome to it 

9 Big Push Soon * 

When Sir Julian Byng. the- 
Cansdisn Corps commander 
eame up. there wasn't the 
slightest doubt about what 
was in the offing. Of oourae we 
knew pretty well that s big 
show was upcoming. Madame 
Chips, kindly Mrs. Tumelle, 
who provided us with endless 
dUhe* of eggs and chips, had 
told us: 

“I think big push own 
come. ” 

And the padre's batman, 
who was first to know every¬ 
thing, let it Out that we were 
to storm Vlmy Ridge. And he 
was seldom wrong. 

My little pal Jimmy Duf- 
fleld, was slushing through 
knee-deep mud Just ahead of 
me when ha slithered off the 
duck board and went armpit 
deep Into a sump hole. Jt 
wasn't fanny. It took three of 
us pulling on his rifle to haul 
him out of the goo- And when 


we got him out he had no put 


tees . . . Just mock. That night 
It froze and the poor kid looked 
like a solid pillar of mud. 

Next morning, Thursday, 
Mar. 22, had bits of sun and, in 
a quiet moment 1 rolled over a 
trench Up—e communication 
trench, of course—and stretch¬ 
ed out in the warmth. But not 
lor long. I heard our OC, Li.- 
Col. G. C. ''Whizxbang" John¬ 
son and Major W. W, Foster 
talking a few feet away . . , 
they were watching qur shell¬ 
ing toward Arras Ion Thelus. 

I augpoaal when a sharp spurt 
of Lewis gun fire burst out 
from No Man's Land We all 
stood up on the top ami saw 
a group of Germans disappear 
into a big QtMsery crater 
while our Lewis gunners 
spattered them—without doing 
any damage, unfortunately. 

This is what had happened. 
Each of us held opposing lips 
of the crater by outposts con¬ 
nected to the front lines by 
saps. Well, these smart Huns 
had tngled over their crater 
lip under a good sniper fire, 
captured two of our men and 
sbot the rekt of the post. The 
colonel was so mad he was all 
for rushing Into the crater 
himself. „ 

The men captured were G. 
Burgess and Ms pal A. F. Has- 
tings. I think Hastings reached 
a German prison camp but 
we never again heard of poor 
old Burgess ... tn the attack 
18 days later we found • copy 
of his interrogation In which 
he lied like a true trooper. He 
told the Hun that our morale 
was terrible, food was short 
and things In the Canadian 
Corps at a law ebb ... I think 
he "was done in.” A note 
stated that he was a "low 
intelligence type." 

We retaliated a few nights 
later with a fast raid on the 
Hue front line behind the crat¬ 
er and killed the whole gar¬ 


rison In the area. L/Cpl 
Johnny Morton, got on a high 
spat and, with his Lewis gun 
crew, wiped out an attempted 
counter-attack. 

By April 5 we were in battle 
positions and stm playing the 
role of a pack “Of mules by day 
and at night digging new 
jumping-off trenches that 
Heinie and pelting rain wiped 
out every night. 

Not Far Away 

We didn't know the date of 
the attack but our dumbest 
blank file knew It wasn’t far 
away. Funny about that; I 
think very few men are much 
concerned with (ear of death. 
Fear of mutilation — a shell 
splinter In the belly for exam¬ 
ple — seemed more real. In 
foot I took my entrenching 
toot from the back of my web 
belt and hooked it up in front. 
Of course men with wives and 
children had reason to worry. 

The night belire we were to 
go over — thaf was April 8 — 
I looked qp tome pals in a 
nearby dugout Just to hear 
what they would find to talk 
about. They were mainly 
Scots, of my brother's platoon 
and all from Victoria, and I 
could hear their voices through 
the gas blanket. There was A1 
McKinnon and Jimmy Nairn 
and Jimmy McKeown arguing 
Ilka MUy-bedamnrd about . . . 
soccer. They were good men to 
have with you in a tough spot. 

Tof of Rum 

I found something to eat and 
got a lot of sum; had a word 
with Sgt. Jock MacGregor 
(who was to win the DCM a 
few hours later) just for the 
comfort of his great presence. 
Then, soon after 3 a.m. we 
started to worm out into our 
assembly area. 


I synchronized my watch 
with our platoon officer, Lieut. 
J. H. Christie,- a nice little 
chap. Then I started to say 
something to him — I don't 
know what- when a living wall 
of flame came down smack on 
the German front line. We 
dug our noaea into the dirt. 

I looked ahead and sew the 
German front line crashing 
Into pieeeo; bits of men, Am¬ 
bers, lumps of chalk were 
flung through the air and, 
blending with the shattering 
wall of Ore were the Hun SOS 
signals of all colon. We dfto't 
dare lift our heeds knowing 
that the barrage w: s to come 
fiat over us and then lilt in 
three minutes That queer 
empty stomach feeling had 
gone ... I don’t think anyone 
was scared . . . instead one's 
whole body seemed to be in a 
mad macabre dance ... I felt 
that if I lifted a finger I should 
touch a solid ceiling of sound 
(it now had the attribute of 
solidity). 

I guess It was perhaps the 
most prefect barrage of the 
whole war as It wks so perfect¬ 
ly synchronized. Then sudden¬ 
ly, it jumped a hundred yards 
and we were away. I suppose 
we must have crossed the 
German front line but I have 
no memory of it at all. In¬ 
stead of a trench there was 
only a wide muddy depression, 
stinking of all the explosive*. 
Then Lt. Christie was hit and 
just pitched forward dead. 

When I straightened up I 
tried to catch up with my 
group iwe attacked, for the 
first time, in column of lumps, 
small separate groups) when 
I tripped in some snarled 
barbed wire and fell just as a 
big Hun shell screamed into 
the muck alongside me. I felt 
that I'd ba on the read west in 
a moment. Instead I was just

knocked over again and. In ris¬ 
ing, got a terrific slam on the 
top ol my head. It rammed my 
tin hat down to my ears. 

It was a huge chunk of 
chalk that the shell had blown 
skyward and was coming down 
as I esme up. Then I ran In 
a stumbling sort of way to get 
up with, my bunch. It’s terrible 
to be alone ... one taels that 
all the enemy guns are palmed 
at one . . , and naked. You 
want to touch someone. So I 
rejoined my group. There 
wasn't much to shoot at; Hei- 
nies were coming back with 
their hands up and, his counter 
barrage still wasn't so hot. 

The man next to me smiled 
and leaned over to say some¬ 
thing ... I think Ite meant to 
say: "It’s going fine." or 
something like that. He put his 
mouth almost In my ear there 
was such a helluva noise go¬ 
ing oa He never finished the 
sentence . . . never made a 
sound, just pitched on his face. 
A clean shot through the head. 

Straight Run 

There was so little to see ex¬ 
cept straight ahead. The 
smoke and rain and the sleet 
obscured our flanks but I felt 
— or maybe could hear — 
trouble on our right toward 
Thelus where tha 28th Batta¬ 
lion was driving up. 

Things gat a bit warmer oa 
we got nearer ts Swischen- 
Stellung. the big, heavily de¬ 
fended trench that waa our In¬ 
termediate objective. We 
swarmed over and cleared it 
up pretty fast but then our 
right was stopped cold by a 
machine gun firing from a 
steel-slotted pill boa. Same of 
our chape started move to tha 
left toward La Folia Farm — 
which, of course, wasn't a 
farm but a well organized de¬ 
fence setup with whet had 
once keen a wood behind It 

Swischen gave up a lot cf 
prisoners; It also gave up the 
German regimental command¬ 
er and you never aaw a mad¬ 
der man. He had atarted his 
Easter breakfast of hsaan, 
eggs, toast, cereal and coffee 
with — if you please, fresh 
Danish butter and cussed 
cream — "Carnation" brand.

Didn't Know 

Of course X didn't know I 
was hit.. • I didn't know any¬ 
thing. 

When I woke up the rain 
had stopped and It was fairly 
quiet whore I lay. TTie hkavies 
were pounding our old front 
line and even there It wasn't 
too bod. 

I wondered vrhst hid hap¬ 
pened. I had no pain but a 
salty taste tn my mouth which 
I kept spitting out until I saw 
my hand blood-covered I felt 
over my bead ... all bandag¬ 
ed. My gas mask container 
was filled with blood so I spill¬ 
ed It out. My toco squished In 
blood. So I sat there and pus- 
slod things out. I felt fine 


like being about on a third 
gloss of champagne. What I 
didn't like wss seeing Fritz 
prisoners run, look around and 
then pick up a rifle and start 
shooting at our chaps from be¬ 
hind. 

Twin Spires 

Way off I spotted the Mt. t 
St. Ekd’s' twin spires and , 
make ■ good lino toward our | 
trenches.

Crisis Transformed Apathy Of Student Body Into Strength 


University ol Sleepy Hollow Comes of Age

Two mortha ago today' the crisis at the University at 
ot Victoria broke into public view. Now tl»e issues have been 
clarified, the stands taken, the confrontation ended. The 
outcome remains to be decided.. 

The pledge of president Malcolm Taylor to set up a 
committee of inquiry and another advisory committee which 
will include students, was not the end of the matter 
Whether anything was accomplished by the upheaval will 
be decided in the next nine months by the actions of Dr. 
Tayicr to rectify what he himself has admitted is a crisis. 

But already there Is enough evidence to say with some 
confidence that changes will be made at the university, 
that a similar student-faculty revolt is unlikely a year from 
now. 


One thing is certain; the university will not be quite 
the same place next fall. The ghost of-old Victoria College 
has been. laid. The derisive title: University of Sleepy 
Hollow, no longer applies. 

Attitudes, roles a no relationships have changed at 
UVlc in subtle ways that haven't been fully realized yet. 

The students, though disappointed In what they con¬ 
sidered their failure to gain justice for Dr. Tar I ton, Mr. 
Schwartz and Mr. Mackenzie, scored a triumph in making 
the administration aware of the seriousness of the issue. 

It was the students, nek the faculty, who initiated the 
fight against heavy-handed administration procedure* in 
the dismissal of Tarlton, Schwartz and Mackenzie. 


A generally apathetic student body was transformed by 
the events of the two months. A handful of concerned students 
managed to communicate their worry until two-thirds of the 
enrolment turned out for to hear Dr Taylor last week. 

An ill-planned stt-in began as a lark and ended as some¬ 
thing with meaning. 

Faculty members who had never before bothered with 
aiudent movements spent hours during the night talking with 
(he sit-ins. Il almost had the air of a seminar, several 
students remarked afterward. Dr. Fred Tyler, dean of the 
faculty of education, spent nearly all night in his office 
hearing small groups of students, and ended in the role of 
intermediary. 

"The sit-in was the best thing, the clean*at thing, that 
has happened in this business," said Dr. Tarlton afterward. 


The studento ended the sit-in with a new sense of unity 
and strength. It will be exercised from now on. 

Dr. Taylor’s refusal to give reasons for the dismissals 
remains unforgiveabte to some students, and. understandably, 
tc Di. Tarlton and Mi. Schwartz. 1 feel the reasons should 
have been given. But, having seen the strain Dr. Taylor 
has been under and knowing his concern for the university. 
I think he kept silent only because he believed that to apeak 
would have caused worse harm to the university. 

This would have taken the form of resignations among 
faculty he wants to keep, including that of Dean Alex Wood 
who was a key figure in the decisions not to renew 
contracts. 

, * * * 

Dr. Taylor’s worst public blunder in the affair was his 
open letter to the faculty charging that some sort of plot 
1o wreck the university was afoot. It elicited a letter of 
protest from 31 teachers who previously had kept silent. 
Dr. Taylor's subsequent statements indicate he realized he 
had been wrong and was prepared to admit it tacitly. 

In any case Dr. Taylor's handling of the sit-in and it* 
pressure an him was excellent.

His effectiveness as a leader 
in the months to come would have been ruined. 

And now we await the future, in which Dr. Taylor will 
take what he haa called "major actions". 


When he was ins tailed aa president four years ago 
Dr. Taylor made a stirring declaration of his intention to 
cultivate as atmosphere of academic freedom and unfettered 
inquiry in which the tfisaenter could speak without fear. 
These words have been thrown in the president's face In 
recent weeks; it isn't likely he would have restated them 
even mare firmly last week unless he meant to live by them. 

Ha said to the sitting-in students; 

"I repeat my pledge to you to do everything in my power 
to correct that which needs to be corrected .. 

Your move, Dr. Taylor. Good luck.

“Costs were so high, we'd be lucky to end the 
week with a pound left to spend,*' said Rich England. 

"When we weren't working, we slept. There 
wasn't time to do anything else," said Wet Chambers. 

Tlie two saxophone players, with trumpet player 
Bill Stewart, recently returned to Victoria, after split¬ 
ting with the rest of the group. 

The four single men, who can still afford the 
pace, remain in England. 

When the Canadian Strangers left Victoria for 
England in October, they said farewell to years of 
security. 

They were looking for stardom, and they were 
willing to take a long chance. 

“W e were looking for a miracle,“ Wes said. 

The miracle didn't happen, but they learned a 
lot about the jungle of popular music in Britain.

Except for the time in England, It 
la the first chance for the two to 
make their living exclusively from 
music. 

When they began plsying In 
England, they tried to tag toem- 
selvsa as Canadians.

So they wore blazers with crests. 

But. said Rich, “the blazer looked 
Uke we had Just stepped out of a 
Canadian tailor's shop. And since 
the English tailors are ao much 
better, we didn’t want that.’ 

But they found being Canadians 
was no advantage, they were beli* 
billed by their agent as Americana 
anyway. 

"England wanted Americans, ao 
we didn't confirm it or deny it. we 
Just kept our moths shut,” Rich 
said.

exerting tremendous pressure on the towMne. 
During the savage night of Nov. 24, the strain 
became too much. 

"An exceptionally violent gust struck Make- 
doola,” reported one newspaper, "and she yawed 
around, jerking the 2,006-taot bowline taut. 

"Sudbury wm yanked 60 degrees off course, as 
tug and tow came clot® to jack-knifing — and 
consequent collision. The quartermaster fought 
the wheel and avoided immediate disaster, but 
one of the huge links in Makedoaia’i anchor chain 
gave way — and tug and tow were parted." 

For tortuous hours, waist-deep in frigid seas as 
Sudbury plunged like a demented rollercoaster, 
her men fought to haul in the cable and anctor 
chain. When the bitter struggle was completed, 
Sudbury was alone. Makedonia had vanished in 
the howling bleckneu. 

"Next day, after a long search,” the report 
continued, "Sudbury found Makedonia again, and 
again all resources of seamanship were called on 
to hook on the tow. It took five hours and a dozen 
attempts to fire a line aboard and shackle the 
towing line to what was left of Makedonia s 
anchor chain." 

Makedonia was found, but at the cost of 150 
bard-won miles. 

St HI the vengeful sea gwe her worst. Storm 
followed storm so closely, sell her the exhausted 
Greeks nor Canadian* could teH when one of the 
10 gales ended and another began, Exclaimed 
Cap*. Christos Papaliolios : “Always it was rough 
weather. 

"Not just rough but with high was and winds. 
I got crazy receiving bulletins — ‘stormy and 
gale,’ ‘gale and stormy,' 'gale warning.’ They 
drive a man crazy 1*' 

After 39 days, 3.900 nautical mU« — the 
longest tow recorded to that date — Sudbury 
limped into Vancouver, Makedonia astern. 
Hundreds lined Stanley Park and the North Shore 
in tribute, aus ships in harbor hooted welcome. A 
raucous “well done" had greeted them at 
Victoria, where the aalvors were reunited with 
wives and families. 

Remarkably, Island Tug and Barge had 
undertaken the assignment on a “no-dellvery. no¬ 
pay" basis. ITB's fee for saving the miHk»r,-duller 
freighter was rumored to be 1300,000. Whatever 
the term, Sudbury earned every penny. 

Under the beading, "Magnificent Achieve¬ 
ment,” a Celoebst editorial wrote a glowing 
conclusion to the saga: 

"Only thnee who have long experience at sea 
can appreciate all that it entailed in taking a ship 
in tow in the shriaking winter gales and 
stupendous seas of the North Pacific. It was an 
operation demanding seamanship and endurance 
of the highest order, in perils which mpn like 
Capt. Blagbome and hla crew may make light of 
but which conjure up dreadful pictures for all 
seafarers who have sjttn this mis-naraed ocean 
at its awful worst. ; . * * 

"The magnificent*; gf #tl» accomplishment is 
one which no words In the vocabulary could 
exaggerate. And while acclaim naturally centres 
upon the Sudbury and her complement, nearly all 
of whom are Victoria men, it should go in almost 
equal measure to the master and men of the 
Makedonia. These gallant seamen stuck to their 
crippled ship through all the horrors of days and 
night* of drifting in mountainous seas lashed by 
hurricane winds when hope of keeping her afloat 
must have been all but nil; they coaxed her, 
nursed her and even sailed her under a jury rig 
of aewn-together hatch covers Into a position 
wher- the Sudbury could put a line aboard. The 
subsequent towing and recovery operation — 
when the line parted in one of the succession of 
gale® — could not have been accomplished 
without the combined skill and bravery of those 
manning both ships. 

"For the rest of their days the men of the 
Sudbury and the Makedonia will journey in the 
pride of a splendid job .splendidly done ’’ 

On* of Sudbury's many honors was being 
presented the key to the city of Sudbury, Ontario, 
the corvette's namesake. The eastern city had 
adopted her during the war, and followed her 
exploits with interest and pride. 

In 1956 Sudbury's cruising range was substan¬ 
tially increased, allowing her the justified boast 
Of being available for any job. any where 

A year after her Makedonia rescue. Sudbury 
was again at sea on a mission of mercy. 
Beginning with a 9.000-mile return tow of a barge 
of serpp iron to Japan, she wa» called to assist in 
refloating the war-sunk Nozima Mitru. Sadly, 
heavy gales defeated tWs task. Putting back to 
Japan for supplies, she was ordered to the side of 
the disabled American Liberty ship, Thunderbird. 

A week later, Thunderbird was safely berthed in 
Seattle, and Sudbury had notched another 13,500 
mile* imder her belt. 

There were many such "routine" assignments 
to following years. Most missions did not make 


headlines, like that of the Makedonia, as Sudbury 
continued to go quietly aboul her business, 
earning a reputation the length of the ooast for 
doing a job and doing it well. The comings and 
goings became ao commonplace, few Victorians 
paid her any heed. 

But Sudbury has completed her last voyage, 
arroea the harbor from her longtime berth to the 
wreckers’ wharf. After 200,000 miles as warrior 
and lady, her steam plant is tired, and it would 
cost too much to convert her. 

When we visited, she was warped alongside 
another old veteran. HMCS Oshawa. The disman¬ 
tling was well underway. Sudbury’s after deck 
ripped up, her blunt stem torched away. A crane 
noisily scooped out her intestines, disgorging the 
maze of pipes onto Capital Iron's swelling 
mountain of scrap. Dumped on its side, her once- 
pruud red funnel was a forlorn reminder of what 
once had been ... 

From amidships forward, the tug was Intact, 
although shorn of almost afl her interior fittings. 
On the abandoned bridge, only an empty chart 


rack and lelegraph remained. Mr, Elworthy ha* 
kept her wheel and compass: her twin whistle is 
going to the B.C. Maritime Museum 

As we strolled about her ravaged decks that 
last time, we thought back to the drama we beat 
remembered, that of the Glufk>>s..five years ago. 
Belly opened by jagged reefs off Ocluelet Harbor, 
the Greek seemed fated to become yet another 
victim of the Graveyard of the Pacific. Once 
again, it had been Ss Sudbury to the rescue, 

Now, neither ship nor man can save her hum 
her own grim end. ' 

Surprisingly, many of her logbooks were si ill 
jumbled ki a signal locker. These would be 
worthy additions to any maritime collecti<«i. 

A last backward glance at Sudbury, doomed to 
join, in bit* and pieces, the tumbled pile of 
rustma ear bodies and jumk. and we waxed 
farewell. 

A sad end to a brave lady.

DESERT RATS 

TTiis may best he described as one of Geoffrey 
Wagner’s British novels, as distinct from the American 
navels he writes from time to time. Wagner is an 
English-born writer who has been living and teaching 
in the United States for years and who moves with 
equal facility from one niiiien to the other. The Sands 
of Valor is the most ambitions of his novels to date—a 
serious, large-sc a le story of the tank war between the 
British “desert rats” and the German Afrika Korps 
in North Africa during the Sfsrond World War.

His settings 
range bet a ae w Alexandria and Cairo 
tirhtoit the ltoea and the vastness of 
the desert battleground, where a 
couple at British armored divisions 
confront two German panaer divi¬ 
sion. Each side advance* and 
retreats in turn across the “sanda of 
valor". When the novel opena it is 
the ton at toe Germans to attack 
and the "desert rate” to fall back. 
Only toe fortroea at Tobruk has held 
out t)ie command of the South 
African General Klopper, who was 
later to meet his death in the 
Kavlrongo GuM of Lake Victoria. 

Wagper oonftnaa Ms story, how¬ 
ever, to toe tank skirmishing In the 
dpsert a cruel, relentless war In 
which the tanka resemble insects 
skittering aimlessly arrow a floor.

that Inspires Wagner's most feeling 
writing. 

This, indeed. Is the weakness of 
the navel—its grimly, tight-lipped, 
check-reined emotions. The principal 
characters are British officers with 
a cunman upper-class background, 
wbnae gift for understatement 
verges on toa incredible. Readers 
not familiar with British public 
schools (private schools to us) wfll 
have difficulty understanding why a 
tank commander about to be blown 
to pieces should compare it to 
“being 'sent far' at school, a dire 
offence because you had whistled to 
Lower Quad". The slang, too, while 
accurate far ite time and place, is 
meaningless here without a glossary. 
“Scoffing”, lor instance, does not 
mean ‘'mocking" or "taunting" but 
"eating,” by way at the AAriksana. 

It is this true-blue repression, toe 
public school mares, and the war¬ 
time argot long since fallen into 
desuetude which place this novel in 
Wagner’s British category. The tight 
reins are never slackened. Even In 
the occasional meeting between the 
hero. Major Vickrey, and his 
military nurse wife behind the lines 
(he restraint la monumental. Per¬ 
haps this hi the way It was for 
members of the Officers’ Mess, but 
for American readers the story 
comes to life only when it is centred 
on the desert, where loneliness was 
a condition at existence.— S. R.

Far from being reactionary, he 
beHrvea that action is required and 
that “the Sermon as the Mount, the 
Sermon <wi the Plain, sre not words 
of comtort, but words that will. If 
and when we act upon them create 
a revolution "
